Sheep, goats industry on 


losing end f rom predators 


Texas has more to gain 
from production of wool and 


mohair tlian any other state, 
but tile unchecked invasion 


of predators can virtually 
v.ipe out tiiis historic in ilti- 
u jillio n -dollar Industry if 


Texas sheep and goat pro­ 
ducers do not stop the four­ 
legged ass aulu 
"W e are in serious trou­ 


ble, " say leaders of die 
state's widespread sheep and 
goat industry. 
They can vis­ 


ualize their $160,000,000 


industry being extinct In the 


next few decades lf correc­ 
tive measures are not taken 


im m ediately, 
In an effort to bring a- 
bout more effective predator 


control In Texas, directors 
of the Texas Sheep and Goat 
Raisers' Association voted u- 


nanimously to sponsor a ref­ 


erendum in 73 sheep and 
goat producing counties to 
allow a deduction to be 


checked off on sheep and 


goats sold to provide funds 
to finance a stronger and 
more effective predator con­ 


trol program. 
The 73-coun­ 


ty area has 81 percent of 


the sheep and goat producers 
in the state owning 97 per­ 
cent of the state's sheep 


and goat numbers. The ref­ 
erendum w ill be field March 


27 through March 31 by mall 
ballot. 
Am ission for con­ 
ducting the referendum was 


granted by the Texas De­ 
partment of Agriculture at 
the conclusion of a hearing 
held at Austin January 7. 


Ballots w ill be malled to 


producers 15 days prior to 
March 27, 
The documented econo­ 


mic losses suffered by the 
sheep and goat producers In 
Texas to predators in recent 


years Is staggering. 


According to the Texas 


Crop Reporting Service, 


sheep and goat producers 
lost 305,770 head of ani­ 


mals to predators In 1967, 
The 1967 loss of these ani­ 


mals, Including sheep, 
lambs, adult goats and kids, 
totaled more than $3 m il­ 


lion, excluding the value of 
i, ool and mohair from lost 
production. 
The fiber loss 


is even more damaging to 
the state's economy, lead­ 


ers say, since the average 
value of these raw products 
at the producer level that 


would have been produced 


by these animals had they 
survived is about $50 m illi­ 


on. 
Wool and mo!lair has 
provided a healthy Input to 


the Texas economy for 
more than a IOO years, but 
Is in danger of being de­ 
pleted because it has become 


increasingly difficult for 


ranchmen to maintain pro­ 


duction due to unprecedent­ 


ed livestock losses to preda­ 


tors.
